had partners in this crap game 'named CARL "PAPPY" IPPOLITO, 
"CHARLIE THE BLADE," and an individual named "DAYLIGHT," all of 
whom are from the vicinity of Trenton, N.J. 

By letter dated September 21. 1959* the Newark Division 
advised that on August 19* 1959* CARL PAPPY" IPPOLITO, 733 
Brunswick Avenue, Trenton, N.Ji, during an Interview, indicated 
that he has known ANGELO BRUNO but was not too well acquainted 
i,>flth him.

On August 28, 1959* RAYMOND BRAYLENSKI, 1005 Division 
Street, Trenton, N.J., advised during an interview that he 
operates Brown’s Vending Machine Company, Trenton, N.J. He 
said that he is acquainted with BRUNO but was not connected 
with BRUNO in any business or social capacity. BRAYLENSKI 
said that ANGELO BRUNO is £in infrequent visitor in Trenton, 

N.J., and when in Trenton BRAYLENSKI may occasionally run Intq / 
BRUNO, at which time they would engage in a slight^ casual 
conversation, BRAYLENSKI said that he knew BRUNO by reputation 
and as such could not directly make any statements concerning 
him.

It Is not known whether elther::Agent :^ctually can accurately 
handle the Sicilian dialect but it Is., believed this matter 
Is sufficiently Important they, .should , be given the opportunity 
to work on It. This becomes Increasingly Important because 
of the references to a Commission. It Is believed possible 
that translation of the remaining 30 to to 40 -percent of the 
material on these tapes may splldlfyi. the significance of these 
references. These Agents are due to. arrive In Philadelphia 
the first week of January I96.I and they, wlll.rbe assigned Immediately 
to review these tapes. lospi. 

In the event they are unable^ to., translate these tapes, 
permission will then be requeBte.d to 'send' these tapes to the 
New York Office for translation' by an Agent at that office who 
can handle the Sicilian language.
